Making~ the Home Beautiful By. 
Pleasant Surroundings 


Many. dweliings, both in the country 
aud in the towns and villages, present 
a bare‘appearance. Tho improvement 
that the p’anting of shrubbery .about 
the base of the house would make is 
SO great as to be almost unbelievable. 
Foundation planting {s done usually 
by the grouping of -shrubbery, vines 
and herbaceous plants, excluding 
trees. The planting is.done about the 
base of the dwelling and is equally ap- 
plicable to other buildings. The most 
usual objects of such plantings are to 
cover up high and unsightly founda- 
tions, to break up hard and formal 
lines in the architecture, to unite the 
building with the grounds, and to se- 
cure privacy. 
will show that nothing does more to 
make a dwelling house seem natural- 
ized“to its surroundings and to ‘as- 
sume a cozy, homelike air, than judi- 
clous foundation planting. The plant- 
ing may be very simple and may con- 
sist only of two or three or half a, doz- 
en shrubs planted to sercen corners or 
steps in front of the house. It is“de- 
sirable to have different -varicties of 
plants for the sake of interest and for 
the very practical reason that different 
species are at their best at different 
seasons of the'year. “It must be re- 
membered that foundation plants are 
a wholly secondary item, that is to say, 
they are secondary to the house itself 
and should also be secondary to the 
general planting plan of the grounds 
particularly on large properties; For 
this reason the foundation planting 
should not ciafm particular attention 
to itself. For this reason plants 
rather inconspicuous in themselves 
should be chosen, Very sultable var- 
fetics for this country include spireas, 
the hydrangeas, philandelphiis (mock 

forange) and’ the barberries, whero 
these are nol forbidden because of 
; their relationship to the perpetuation 
Individual specimens 
{in some cases are justified, but as a 
rule they should be planted in groups 
or three, each from three to five. feet 
japart,-so arranged as for each group 
jto ferm a Whit when they are well de 
| veloped. ‘

Upon his return 
from <Arabia (see The Historical 
Background), Paul joined the_circle of 
disciples at Damascus and proclaimed 
Jesus to bo the Son of God, His 
bold preaching greatly amazed tho 
Jewish authorities, who knew what 
his course had been at Jerusalem and 
what his purpose had been In com- 
ing to Damascus. But Paul’s power 
as a preacher for Christ increased, and 
he confounded the Jews, proving that 
this is‘ the Christ. “The somewhat 
unusual Greek word for proving means 
literally putting together, and so is 
used for the putting together of ar- 
guments.”
